Continuation of 10. Other: Regarding Applicant's argument concerning gradation, Examiner understands the term "gradation" to denote 
the fact that an image is divided into successive grey or color levels, such as values 0-255. With a high enough resolution, successive 
levels represent a very minute change in color or lightness, so that gradual changes in hue or lightness are possible. Broadly interpreted, 
an image portion having gradation is one that contains at least one of such levels. For example, a portion with a constant hue would have 
a constant gradation level. A black and white portion has gradations of e.g. 0 and 255. Based on this broad interpretation of gradation, 
Kawata discloses a frame having gradation (figure 16). 
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
